II.— BIBLE CAUSE. 

Your Committee on the Bible Cause submit the following report: 

We have found much difficulty in obtaining accurate information on the subject within the 
bounds of the Conference. There has been so little of system in the work, and the facts are of 
such indifferent record, that it is impossible to state with any degree of accuracy what has or 
what has not been done. The interest in this work does not seem to be in proportion to its im- 
portance. Many of the charges in this Conference took up no collection whatever for this cause, 
and the results of those that did are indifferent in the amounts received. The amount raised in 
this Conference the past year for this cause is but $415.05. This is by no means as large an 
amount as it should have been. Only $21.45 of this came into our hands. 

The annual report of the American Bible Society shows that the past year has been one of un- 
usual prosperity. The cash receipts for general purposes are greatly in advance of other years. 
The following facts are highly gratifying: The excess from legacies is $64,897.69. The excess 
from gifts and charitable collections is $22,764.81. The excess from the sale of books is $8,935.98 
— making an aggregate of $96,598.48. This Society has been in existence seventy-two years. 
During these years it has issued forty-nine millions eight hundred and twenty-nine thousand 
five hundred and sixty-three copies of the Bible. These Bibles have gone into all parts of the 
habitable world, and these leaves of the tree of life, which are for the healing of the nations, 
have been sent abroad on the wings of every wind to all the tribes and languages of earth. The 
work commands our admiration and deserves a free and hearty support, from the whole Christian 
world. The only drawback to our joy is that we have not taken a larger part in these great re- 
sults. Brethren, let us take a deeper interest in a cause that does in truth lie near our hearts. 

We must give this cause more practical attention and take a more active part in this great re- 
ligious enterprise. 

The Bible is the word of God, and must be sounded out to the ends of the earth. The light 
of the nations, it must gild every clime. It is on its way to the illumination of the millions 
who sit in darkness and who wait its coming with anxiety. It is at the front of all the forces of 
life. This word of peace is at the head-quarters of every marching army. There is no ship 
that sails the seas without this divine chart aboard. It is making its way through a thousand 
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channels to the limits of the earth. It is our duty to place it where its voice can be heard. 
Therefore, 

Resolved, That as a Conference we will take a deeper interest in the Bible Cause than we have 
ever done.

VI.— DISTRICT CONFERENCE JOURNALS. 

Your committee, to whom was referred the District Conference Journals, respectfully report 
the following: 

Nashville Journal. — This journal is neatly kept. It is not stated whether the session was 
opened w ith religious service or not. 

East Nashville Journal. — This journal starts off thus: “The first Conference for East Nash- 
ville District,” etc. It should have been “ The first session of the East Nashville District Con- 
ference.” The various items in the body of the journal are separated the one from the other 
by red lines ruled midway between them, which are bewildering at times. The journal has 
ample margins, well indexed, and appears to be a faithful record. 

Lebanon Journal. — With the exception of the omission of marginal columns — a fault of the 
Publi-hing House, which the secretary should have corrected — the record is above criticism. 

Murfreesboro Journal. — l'he heading of this journal is wrong. It is headed, “Murfreesboro 
[and McMinnville] District,” McMinnville being in brackets. There is no such district in this 
Conference. The arrangement of the journal is faulty. In the appendix in the Report on Tem- 
perance some printed resolutions are pasted iflstead of being written. The penmanship is mod- 
erately good. This journal might be improved. 

Shelbyville Journal. — This journal is faithfully kept, thorough in detail, and properly 
signed. 

Columbia Journal. — With the exception of a few minor inaccuracies in spelling, this journal 
is a model of neatness and arrangement. The penmanship is good. 

Franklin Journal. — This journal gives ample space, marginal references, and is neatly kept. 
Penmanship good. Instead of saying, as the secretary does, that “the 19th Conference of the 
Franklin District,” etc., he should have said “the 19th session of the Franklin District Confer- 
ence.” • 

Savannah Journal. — In this journal the secretary signs his name to the minutes of each ses- 
sion of the Conference, or twice a day. No marginal blanks provided by the Publishing House 
nor by the secretary. 

Centerville Journal. — This journal gives evidence of faithfulness in reporting the Conference 
proceedings, but the record is packed together, and no marginal space for references is provided 
by the Publishing House or the secretary. 

Clarksville Journal. — This journal is a model of neatness, arrangement, and penmanship. 

A noticeable feature of the journals, as a whole, is the diversity of their page headings. We 
think that these should embrace the name of the place and date of holding the Conference. 
Such, we are pleased to see, is done in the journals from the Nashville and Columbia Districts. 

The names of members present are not given in the proper place in the minutes of the follow- 
ing journals — namely: Nashville, East Nashville, Lebanon, and Franklin, after stating that the 
roll was called ; but a supplement is referred to containing iheir names. A roll of all the mem- 
bers in the supplement is proper, but the names of those present at roll-call should be entered 
at once in the body of the minutes. 

1. Resolved , That in order to reach the standard of uniformity in recording the roll, the pre- 
siding elders are requested to ask the secretaries of the several District Conferences next follow- 
ing to record the names of the members present at roll-call in the body of the minutes, and also 
enter a full roll of all the members in the supplement, giving their official relation and the 
charges which they represent. 

2. That we regard the District Conference Record-book, prepared by the Publishing House of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, as unsuited in size and arrangement for the purpose for 
which it is designed ; and that we recommend to those District Conferences having such books to 
provide themselves with others larger and better bound and arranged.

VII.— EDUCATION. 

The Board of Education would report as follows: 

1. Vanderbilt University. We find the university in a more prosperous condition in all 
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its departments than it has ever been. There is a large number of students in attendance from 
different portions of the country. 

1. Resolved , That we are in full sympathy with the Theological Department of the university, 
aud that we will do all we can to advance the interest thereof in every respect. 

2. That we recommend to the Conference the approval of the action of the Board of Trust at 
its last annual meeting in reference to the election of members of the same as stated in the 
accompanying paper, which is made a part of this report; 'provided that the charter of the 
university be so amended as to secure the right of the several co-operating Conferences to act 
upon all nominations to fill vacancies before any party nominated by the Board can become a 
member thereof; and provided, also, that no amendment to the charter shall affect the ex officio 
members of the Board. 

2. Nashville College for Young Ladies. We are glad to report this lamous college still 
growing in popularity and successful work. The enrollment for the current year, up to this 
date, is larger than ever before at a corresponding period, the number having reached 264, with 
101 boarders. Fifteen competent persons are in the Faculty. The school from the beginning 
has been outgrowing its repeatedly-enlarged quarters. There is at present in course of con- 
struction a new building 110x50 feet, four stories high above the basement. In this new build- 
ing all the school-work will be concentrated. It is to be provided with ample rooms and 
a chapel. Three daily services of Scripture- reading, a Sunday-school, Sunday-night preaching 
in the chapel, and monthly missionary services give the pupils excellent advantages for relig- 
ious culture; as an evidence of which the President cites the fact that already there are three of 
its graduates in foreign fields as missionaries. There is a small fund which is used for the edu- 
cation of the daughters of preachers. This the President supplements by remitting tuition 
fees, and helping otherwise. The college is well provided in all its departments for the high 
calling it has in the educational interests of Southern Methodism. We commend this school to 
our people. 

3. Webb School, Bellbuckle, Tenn. The co-principals, W. R. and J. M. Webb, need no 
commendation. Their unsurpassed success in the management and education of boys and young 
men speak their praise. The school has the largest patronage in its history. Two hundred 
boarders, with over two hundred pupils, are now in attendance. The moral tone of the school 
is high. With one exception, all the members of the senior class are active Church-members, 
doing earnest, enthusiastic work. This school needs neither agent nor drummer. Boys seem 
to gravitate to its halls of learning. Its wonderful success, we trust, is providential. It is lo- 
cated in the right place and conducted by the right men. Long live the Webb School! We 
recommend that G. L. Beale be appointed professor in this school. 

4. Culleoka Academy (S. V. Wall and W. D. Mooney, Principals). This thorough train- 
ing-school for boys is located in Culleoka, Tenn., fifty-five miles south of Nashville, on the De- 
catur division of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad. The locality is beautiful and the sur- 
roundings happy; good community, prosperous Churches, and healthy atmosphere, physical and 
moral. No saloons within eight miles of the school. 

The third annual session under the present management began August 28, with a largely- 
increased patronage, having students from Missouri, Kentucky, Tennessee, Arkansas, Alabama, 
Mississippi, and Texas. The course of study has been so shaped as to conform to the r quire- 
ments of admission into Vanderbilt University. At the suggestion of the Professor of Modern 
Languages in that institution especial attention has been given to the study of German. Val- 
uable additions have been made to the library, which now contains 1,800 volumes. Boarding 
arrangements in good Christian families are ample. 

Resolved, That we cordially recommend this school to our people as every way worthy of their \ 
patronage. 

5. Soule Female College, Murfreesboro, Tenn. This time-honored college is in fine 
working order. One hundred pupils, eighty of whom are in the boarding-department, are en- 
rolled for this session to date. The teachers — all of them — are earnest, working Christians. 

This is as it ought to be in a country claiming to be Christian. The pupils are impressed with 
the necessity and value of religion, and warned of the worthlessness and danger of a Christless 
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education that does not make the individual happier and the world better. This school merits 
liberal patronage, and deserves greater sympathy and help than has ever been given it. We 
heartily recommend it to the confidence of its patrons and to the favorable consideration of this 
Conference and to the Church at large. The Rev. John R. Thompson, A.M., President, is a 
member of the Tennessee Conference. He is a true and tried teacher of long experience. We 
recommend that he be re-appointed as President of Soule Female College. 

6. Tennessee Female College, Franklin, Tenn. This excellent school for girls and young 
ladies grows more prosperous each succeeding year, and accomplishes a thorough work for its 
pupils. The boarding-department is largely increased, and the daily attendance is better than 
that of last year. The Faculty is composed of cultivated, religious ladies who love their work. 
The healthful development of the college merits the increased patronage and confidence of our 
people. Tuition in the literary department is free to the daughters of itinerant preachers. 

7. Clarksville Female Academy. Your board is pleased to report that the trustees of 
Clarksville Female Academy have succeeded in completing some good buildings, which are ca- 
pable of accommodating fifty boarders. The Tennessee Conference owns thirty-two shares in 
this institution, amounting to eight hundred dollars. 

1. Resolved , That we recommend to this Conference the confirmation of the election by the 
Board of Trustees of Mrs. E. G. Buford as Principal of this school. 

2. That we recommend to the Conference the appointment of a Visiting Committee for the 
school. 

3. That we will give to the school our hearty co-pperation and support. 

8. Chapel Hill Academy. This school is in a prosperous condition, 103 pupils to date hav- 
ing been enrolled. The future outlook of this school is on a hopeful basis. It is in an appre- 
ciative section of country, and is presided over by a worthy and competent member of this Confer- 
ence. We are glad to note the general prosperity of this and all the schools under the fostering 
care of our Conference. We recommend that Brother T. B. Fisher, the present Principal, be re- 
appointed to the school. 

9. Martin Female College. The Board of Education, feeling assured that the committee 
appointed by the Columbia District Conference acted in good faith, and, as they believed, for 
the interest of the Church in their manner of securing a construction of the will of the late 
Thomas Martin, deceased, in reference to Martin College property; and a- the gentlemen com- 
posing this committee have become liable for the expenses of the suit, and as there is no fund 
of the Church upon which they can draw for the payment of the fees and costs accruing in the 
case, amounting to about four hundred dollars, we recommend that the friends of the Church 
make voluntary contributions to pay said expenses. We recommend that the President of the 
Board of Trustees of Martin College be allowed to withdraw the paper presented to the Con- 
ference and referred to the Board of Education. 

10. Commissioner of Education. Your board most heartily commend the zeal of our 
brother. Dr. D. C. Kelley, in his labor of love as the “ Tennessee Conference Commissioner of 
Female Education.” He has represented this important interest at various District Conferences 
and on other public occasions. He has not asked for nor received any compensation, except the 
satisfaction of doing a good work and the gratitude of the worthy beneficiaries. We enter m> 
objection to the collections in each pastoral charge to aid a helping fund, as suggested by Dr. 
Kelley in his report to this body, which report we append. We hope that a right of way will 
be granted our brother to represent this needed cause in all our pulpits. We subjoin Dr. Kel- 
ley’s report to the Bishop and Conference as Commissioner of Female Education by your ap- 
pointment, as follows: 

“ During the last ydar the funds contributed have kept at school two daughters of itinerant 
preachers in the Nashville College for Young Ladies, two in the Soule Female College, Mur- 
freesboro, Tenn., two at Culleoka, and one in the Female Institute at Shelbyville, Tenn — seven 
in all. The parents in each case have done what they could, and the fund has been so used as 
to supplement their efforts. One of the number, a young woman of the purest character, has 
gone to heaven with thanksgiving on her lips to the generous donors who aided in her education. 
We have now in school six girls, with a promise to assist two others at the beginning of the en- 
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suing year, 1889, if it be practicable. All the schools patronized have been liberal in the terms 
offered these pupils. Tor reasons which seem to me sufficient it is requested that the Confer- 
ences consider the question of a collection in each pastoral charge in behalf of this fund. Ac- 
companying this report I submit the following:

EDUCATION OF COLORED PEOPLE. 

The special committee to whom this was referred beg leave to report: 

The Colored M. E. Church in America appealed to our Church through the General Confer- 
ence of 1882 to aid them in educating their people. The General Conference took the proper 
steps to respond to that appeal, by appointing a commissioner to raise funds, and a Board of 
Trust to invest and direct the funds so raised. One institution — Paine Institute, in Augusta, Ga. — 
has teen aided by the funds so raised. But the matter is not properly before our Church, nor 
do we fully appreciate its importance or its magnitude. The time has come when we should 
look this matter full in the face, and show our readiness to answer this appeal. Adverse influ- 
ences have been brought to bear on the negro race from abroad, but organized effort in this di- 
rection seems to be losing its force, and the way is now opening to us. The Colored M. E. Church 
in America is composed in part of those of that race who belonged to our Church before the late 
war, numbering at that time two hundred and ten thousand. In 1870 they were organized into 
a separate Church by our bishops, when their numbers were estimated at fifty thousand. They 
have, under the blessing of God, grown wonderfully, numbering now one hundred and sixty-five 
thousand. But they are poor, and have many obstacles in their way. They appeal to us for 
aid. Their sympathies are with us, and we have promised them help through our General Con- 
ference. Therefore, be it 

1. Resolved, That we recognize the claims of this people upon us, and accept the obligation 
thus laid by our General Conference. 

2. Resolved , That inasmuch as the Board of Missions is empowered to act in such cases, build- 

ing houses and founding schools, we refer these educational institutions to the Board of Mis- 
sions, requesting them to consider this appeal, and to grant such aid as their judgment may sug- 
gest. .

REPORT NO. 2. 

The Board is pleased to congratulate the Conference upon the growing popularity and increase 
in collections for Church Extension. According to the last report (March 31, 1888) of Dr. Mor- 
ton, Secretary of the Parent Board, for Church Extension, the Tennessee Conference has collected 
and disbursed for the last Conference year more money than any other Conference within the 
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jurisdiction of our Church. While the collections have not come up to the amount assessed nor 
the demands for aid made upon the board, we are pleased to report a large increase for this year 
over last year. Many important applications have been brought before the board at this session 
of the Conference, but the amount asked for is so largely in excess of the funds in hand that we 
express our regret that we have not been able to consider them all with favor. We have carefully 
considered all the applications for aid presented, and made in our judgment the best distribution 
of the funds at our command under the circumstances. It is the opinion of the board that Tul- 
lahoma is a most important location, and we recommend that, every possible effort be made to 
build a new and handsome church-edifice at this point during the coming Conference year. The 
board, at the last session of Conference at Gallatin, made an appropriation of three hundred dollars 
($300) to this Church. This amount not having been called for at our present session has been 
revived, and the additional sum of two hundred dollars has been given, conditioned upon the 
prosecution of the work and completion of the church as above stated.

XII. — JOINT BOARD OF FINANCE. 

SEAY DEVISE. 

The report of the trustees of the “Seay Devise” having been referred to us for examination, 
we recommend the following: 

1. That J. B. Tarver, C. W. Westbrook, and Joseph Powell be continued as trustees for the 
management of said property. 

2. That said trustees are instructed to manage and control said property so that the beneficia- 

ries under the will of the testator shall reap the greatest benefits possible and at the same time 
the property shall be preserved and improved. William H. Morrow, Chairman.

The trustees appointed by your body to take charge of the “Seay Devise” report as follows: 

In accordance with your instructions we have endeavored to “ get all matters pertaining to the 
estate of Brother Seay properly wound up at as early a date as possible.” You also recommended 
that the membership of the Lebanon Circuit unite with the trustees in raising, during the pres- 
ent Conference year, a sufficient amount of money to put the property intended for the residence 
of the preacher in charge of the Lebanon Circuit in good order, so that it may be used as a par- 
sonage for that circuit. This arrangement could not be consummated. The plan of thus raising 
the money was proposed to the Lebanon Circuit, but was rejected by them. So your trustees 
were left to rely entirely on the rents to repair and improve the parsonage so that the preacher 
in charge could make use of it as a residence. We were further instructed, in case we got no as- 
sistance from the circuit, to apply all of the rents to repairs and improvements of both places — 
the parsonage and the place known as “Poor Widow’s Place” — all of which we have done and 
are doing. It is gratifying to us to report that the parsonage is now ready for residence for the 
preacher in charge of the circuit, and the “ Poor Widow’s Place” ready for a tenant. We would 
recommend that the rental of parsonage and all tillable land be applied to further improve- 
ments — such as digging a well (as drinking-water is very inconvenient) and building a new fence 
around garden and house. We submit herewith a balance account which you will see extends 
to 1885. We were compelled to go back to 1885, on account of tenant being in arrears, and an 
error of $12 in report of 1886. All of which we respectfully submit.

XIII.— MEMOIRS. 



Greenville T. Henderson was born of 
humble and obscure parentage, in the county 
of Rockingham, N. C., Wednesday, September 
28, 1803. He was the only child of his moth- 
er. When about six years of age he accom- 
panied his parents to Tennessee, and settled in 
Bedford County, near Shelbyville, where he 
lived to the age of manhood. In childhood, in 
youth, and even after attaining maturity, his 
health was delicate. His mother taught him 
in early life to shun vice and to do all that he 
did with reference to God and a future state. 
So great was his abhorrence of cruelty that he 
never robbed a bird’s-nest of its eggs or of its 
young. When about sixteen years of age his 
mother died, leaving him to the care of a step- 
father. Having no one who cared for his mor- 
als to advise him, he soon fell into bad compa- 
3 



ny, and for about four years lived a very wicked 
life. When about twenty years of age he was 
most powerfully awakened to see the folly and 
wickedness of sin, his own danger, and made to 
feel the importance of seeking the favor of 
God. His awakening was under the ministry 
of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church. After 
a struggle that lasted for months he was en- 
abled to trust in the Lord Jesus Christ as the 
Mediator between God and man. His conver- 
sion was of a character which includes a sensi- 
ble manifestation of the favor of God to the 
soul by the direct witness of the Holy Spirit. 
Before he made a profession of faith in Christ 
he was impressed with the thought that if he 
became a Christian it would be his duty to 
preach the gospel to others. Being a youth of 
great natural timidity, this thought gave him 
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much trouble of mind. Such was his diffidence 
that the public duties of the ministry continued 
ever to be to him a very great cross. His ed- 
ucation at school was very limited. It went 
but little beyond knowing how to read, to write, 
and to cipher. What he acquired beyond this 
was from the study of books without a teacher. 
For months after becoming religious he joined 
no society of Christians. After mature delib- 
eration he became a member of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, from a clear conviction that 
its doctrines were in accordance with the 
Scriptures. He received water baptism by 
pouring. He became a preacher in the year 
1825. In that year the Tennessee Conference 
met in Shelbyville, Bishops Roberts and Soule 
being present. Here he was received into the 
traveling connection, and was appointed the 
helping preacher on the Roaring River Cir- 
cuit, then three hundred and fifty miles around. 
John Dye was the preacher in charge and 
James Gwin the presiding elder on the dis- 
trict. In 1826 the Conference met in Nash- 
ville, and from it he went to the Lebanon Cir- 
cuit, German Baker having charge. In 1827 
the Conference was held in Tuscumbia, Ala. 
Here he was ordained a deacon by Bishop 
Soule, received into full connection, and sent as 
a missionary to the Cherokee Indians. His sta- 
tion was Ooithcalogee, about eleven miles from 
New Echota, the capital of the nation. In 1828 
the Conference met in Murfreesboro, Tenn. 
From this Conference he went to Madison Cir- 
cuit, Alabama, Rev. A. L. P. Green preacher 
in charge, William McMahon presiding elder. 
In November, 1829, the Conference met in 
Huntsville, Ala. Here he was ordained an 
elder by Bishop Roberts, and was returned to 
the Madison Circuit as preacher in charge, 
George W. Morris being the helper, and Josh- 
ua Butcher presiding elder. In 1830, from the 
Conference held in Franklin, Tenn., he was 
sent to the Winchester Circuit. A. J. Craw- 
ford, a local preacher, was employed as helper. 
In 1831, from Paris, Tenn., he was appointed 
to the Murfreesboro Station. Thomas Joiner 
was his presiding elder. In the spring of 1832 
he went to Philadelphia as a member of the 
General Conference. In 1832 the Conference 
met in Nashville. His appointment by this 
Conference was to travel as agent for La Grange 
College. In the spring of 1833 he was married 
to Matilda Keyser, of Philadelphia, who was 
a teacher in a Female Academy in Murfrees- 



boro. In 1833 the Conference held its session 
in Pulaski, Tenn. From it his station was 
Gallatin and Cairo. A. L. P, Green was his 
presiding elder. In 1834 the Conference con- 
vened in Lebanon, Tenn. At this Conference 
he was appointed presiding elder of the Shel- 
byville District. At the Conference which was 
held in Florence, Ala., at the close of 1835, in 
consequence of feeble health, he asked and ob- 
tained a supernumerary relation, which was 
granted, but he was appointed to effective work 
in the Murfreesboro Station. He attended as 
a delegate the General Conference which met 
in Cincinnati in May, 1836. At the close of 
1836 he did not attend the Conference which 
was held in Columbia, Tenn., but through his 
presiding elder, A. F. Driskill, asked a location, 
which was granted. The certificate of his lo- 
cation was signed by Bishop Morris. For three 
or four years he assisted his wife in teaching a 
female school at Murfreesboro, and preached as 
a local preacher on most of the Sabbath-days. 
Beginning on the 8th day of October, 1851, he 
edited a literary and political weekly journal 
called the Murfreesboro News for ten years. In 
the Civil War he espoused warmly and firmly 
the side of the Southern States. He became by 
appointment Chaplain to the Second Regiment 
of Tennessee Infantry in the Confederate Army, 
and remained in active service until disabled 
by rheumatism, and near the close of the war. 
On his return from the army he gave himself, 
as opportunity offered, to the work of the min- 
istry. After the Conference at Edgefield, near 
Nashville, in 1865, he was employed by the 
presiding elder, A. S. Riggs, in the Murfrees- 
boro Station. The next Conference year he 
was again employed, but appointed by the Con- 
ference held in Huntsville, Ala., and traveled 
in charge of Stone’s River Circuit, having E. J. 
Allen for his colleague. At the Conference at 
Clarksville, in 1867, he was re-admitted into 
the Conference and appointed again, with E. J. 
Allen, to Stone’s River Circuit. In October, 
1868. the Conference met in Shelbyville, Tenn. 
Here he was appointed to McMinnville Station. 
The next meeting of the Conference was in 
September, 1869, in Murfreesboro, Tenn. His 
appointment from this Conference was Frank- 
lin Station. In 1870 the Conference met in 
Pulaski. His appointment was Walnut Grove 
Station, from which he was removed by Bishop 
Doggett, a few weeks after Conference, to take 
the place of A. S. Riggs, deceased, as presiding 
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elder of the McMinnville District. In Octo- 
ber, 1871, the Conference met at Lebanon, 
Tenn., and he was re-appointed to the McMinn- 
ville District. In October, 1872, the Confer- 
ence met in Nashville, and he was re-appointed 
to the McMinnville District. In October, 1 873, 
the Conference met at Franklin, Tenn., and he 
was appointed to Bellbuckle and Wartrace. In 
October, 1874, the Conference met at Gallatin, 
Tenn., and he was appointed to the Manches- 
ter Station. In October, 1875, the Conference 
met at Fayetteville, Tenn., and he was ap- 
pointed to Walnut Grove and Morgan Chapel. 
In October, 1876, the Conference met at Colum- 
bia, Tenn., and he was re-appointed to Walnut 
Grove and Morgan Chapel. In October, 1877, 
the Conference met at Edgefield, Tenn., and he 
was appointed to Walnut Grove and Kelley 
Chapel. In October, 1878, the Conference met 
in Clarksville, Tenn., and he was re-appointed 
to Walnut Grove and Kelley Chapel. In Oc- 
tober, 1879, the Conference met at Murfrees- 
boro, Tenn., and he was put on the supernu- 
merary list, and appointed with J. P. McFerrin 
to Murfreesboro Station. He continued a su- 
pernumerary until October, 1887. In October, 
1880, the Conference met in Pulaski, Tenn., 
and he was returned with J. P. McFerrin to 
Murfreesboro Station. In October, 1881, the 
Conference met at Lebanon, Tenn., and he was 
returned to Murfreesboro Station, with J. P. 
McFerrin. In October, 1882, the Conference 
was held at Franklin, Tenn., and he was re- 
turned to Murfreesboro Station, with A. G. 
Dinwiddie. In October, 1883, the Conference 
met in Shelby ville, Tenn,, and he was returned 
to Murfreesboro, with A. G. Dinwiddie. In 
October, 1884, the Conference met at Nashville, 
Tenn., and he was returned to Murfreesboro, 
with A. G. Dinwiddie. In October, 1885, the 
Conference met at Columbia, Tenn., and he 
was returned to Murfreesboro, with J, A. Or- 
man. In October, 1886, the Conference met at 
Clarksville, Tenn., and he was returned to 
Murfreesboro, with James A. Orman. In Oc- 
tober, 1887, the Conference met at Gallatin, 
Tenn., and he was put on the superannuated 
list. He was elected a member of the Board of 
Aldermen of Murfreesboro in 1838, in 1842, 
and in 1852, serving one year in the Board 
after each election. He was elected Trustee of 
Rutherford County, and was filling that position 
at the time of the breaking out of the Civil 
War in 1860. He was first appointed postmas- 



ter at Murfreesboro by President Andrew Jack- 
son, afterward re-appointed by President John 
Tyler and by President James K. Polk. His 
health being bad, he declined to be an appli- 
cant for the position at the expiration of Polk’s 
administration. He joined the order of Free 
and Accepted Masons in 1827, and was initi- 
ated in Jasper Lodge, at Jasper, Tenn. He 
afterward received the Fellow Craft and Mas- 
ter Mason degree at Shelbyville, Tenn. In 
1840 he was made a Royal Arch Mason in 
Pythagoras Chapter, and a Royal and Select 
Mason in Murfreesboro Council. In 1866 he 
became a member of Murfreesboro Command- 
ery, Knights Templar. On November 1, 1879, 
he became chief editor of the Free Press, which 
position he was filling at the time of his death. 
He was paralyzed on the left side of his body 
on the 15th day of March, 1887, after which he 
was confined to his room nearly all the time. 
He was confined to his bed about two weeks 
before his death, and passed away quietly and 
without a struggle, as an infant goes to sleep. 
The foregoing biographical sketch of Rev. 
Greenville T. Henderson, from his birth to 
1872, was written by his own hand, and that 
part of the sketch from 1872 was written by his 
pastor at his request, and is just what he wanted 
published. I, as his pastor, may be permitted 
to say that Brother Henderson, in all the rela- 
tions of life, was a true man. He was fond of 
preaching on the great doctrines of the Bible 
as held by the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, and was one of the strongest preachers 
of his day. To the thoughtful his sermons 
were always edifying. He was strong in de- 
bate on any question he affirmed, and gener- 
ally came off conqueror. As a journalist he 
had very few superiors. We shall not see his 
like again in our day. James A. Orman. 

Elbert J. Allen, was born on Weaver 
Creek, in Warren County, N. C., July 5, 1803; 
and died at his home near Murfreesboro, Tenn., 
June 18, 1888. He professed religion and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
at Reece Chapel, Williamson County, Tenn., 
in 1824; and was licensed to preach October 
17, 1829. The same year he was admitted 
on trial in the Tennessee Conference, and ap- 
pointed to Bedford Circuit, then a part of the 
Cumberland District, as junior preacher, with 
W. Ledbetter preacher in charge, and J. M. 
Holland presiding elder. In 1831 the Confer- 
ence convened at Paris, Tenn., and he was or- 
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dained a deacon by Bishop Roberts, and ap- 
pointed to the Chattanooga Circuit, with G. W. 
D. Harris presiding elder. In 1832 he was 
appointed to Smith Fork Circuit ‘as junior 
preacher, with W. Ledbetter in charge, and 
Fountain E. Pitts presiding elder. In 1833 
the Conference met at Pulaski, Tenn., and he 
was ordained elder by Bishop McKendree, and 
appointed to Goose Creek Circuit, with A. L. P. 
Green presiding elder. In 1834 he located, and 
no mention is made of his re-admission ; but in 
1838 he was appointed to Smith Fork Circuit, 
with S. S. Moody presiding elder. From 1838 
to 1847 he was appointed to several of the best 
circuits in the Conference. From 1847 to 1883 
he was supernumerary to various circuits. 
From 1883 to 1888 he was superannuated. He 
was a member of the Conference fifty-nine 
years. Miss Elizabeth Jenkins Bradly, to 
whom he was married October 16, 1833, died 
November 3, 1880, The fruit of his marriage 
was six sons and two daughters. Four sons and 
two daughters survive him. Our brother has 
gone to his reward. James A. Orman. 

Jasper Nichols, son of David H. and Eliz- 
abeth Ann Nichols, was born on Indian Creek, 
in Putnam County, Terin., December 10, 1838. 
He began public life when he enlisted as a sol- 
dier, in his twenty-third year, under the flag of 
the Southern Confederacy. He joined the first 
company organized in Putnam County, and was 
sworn in at Camp Trousdale June 9, 1861. He 
was a member of the Sixteenth Tennessee Regi- 
ment, under Colonel Savage, and was in every 
battle in which his regiment was engaged, 
until he was wounded at Perryville, Ky., Oc- 
tober 8, 1862. It was in this battle he lost his 
left arm and was severely wounded in both 
legs. As soon as he recovered from his wounds 
he returned to his regiment, and was elected 
major, which he held till the war closed. 
Such fidelity to one’s country deserves to be 
noted and eulogized. We will now note his 
enlistment under Immanuel’s banner, and how 
obedient he was to the Captain of his salvation. 
For some time after the close of the war 
Brother Nichols taught school at Penfield, Ga., 
and while there was convicted of sin, and for 
three days and nights he remained locked up 
in his room, neither eating nor drinking till he 
found peace in believing. After this he came 
home, bringing glad tidings of his new birth 
with him to his aged parents. He was licensed 
to preach at Cokesbury Church, on the Cum- 



berland Circuit, J. B. Allison presiding elder 
April 27, 1867. He was admitted on trial into 
the Tennessee Conference in October, 1867. 
He was married to Miss Kittie Ross, of Wilson 
County, Tenn., March 3, 1868; ordained dea- 
con by Bishop H. N. McTyeire in October, 
1868; and ordained elder by Bishop Robert 
Paine in October, 1869. He was sent to Fount- 
ain Head Circuit in 1867, and to the Union Cir- 
cuit in 1868. In 1869 he was stationed at Trin- 
ity, in Alabama, and in 1870 at Culleoka, Tenn. 
He went to the Mount Pleasant Circuit in 1871, 
and was placed on the supernumerary list in 
1872; then he was sent to the Gallatin Circuit 
in 1873, and to Ebenezer and Liberty in 1874. 
In 1875 he became City Missionary in Nash- 
ville, and was returned to the supernumerary 
list in 1876. In 1877 he was appointed Sun- 
day-school Agent, and again supernumerary in 
1878. Then he went to the Cumberland Cir- 
cuit in 1879, and to Mount Olivet Circuit in 
1880; in 1881 he was appointed to Ebenezer 
and Liberty the second time; in 1882 he 
was sent to Elora Circuit; in 1883 to Cairo 
Bend Circuit, to which he returned in 1884; 
then he was sent to Fountain Head and Rich- 
land Circuit in 1885, and returned to the same 
charge in 1886. At the last Conference his ap- 
pointment was nominal and in connection with 
Elm Street Church, Nashville. He was very 
active, diligent, and faithful in any and all 
work he found to do in the city and elsewhere 
during the few months he was with us here. 
He preached with zeal whenever and wherever 
opportunity offered. He was especially efficient 
in the recent revival at Fillmore Street Church. 
He was busy in selling books to the day of his 
last sickness, and he carried much religious 
reading to the prisoners the last few months. 
Indeed, whatever his hands found to do he did 
it with his might. He loved to preach and 
work for the Church. His sufferings were in- 
tense, and when the indications were unfavor- 
able for his recovery he requested that prayer 
be offered that he might live for the sake of a 
dependent family; but if the Lord willed he 
was ready to depart and be with Christ. He 
leaves a wife and seven children, five brothers 
and four sisters. Two brothers and one child 
have gone before him. He was buried at Cairo 
Bend, in Wilson County, at the family burial- 
place, Sunday, July 8. Services by Revs. H. 
B. Blue and G. T. Byrne.

The salaries received by the preachers do not include sums that they received from the Domestic Mission Board. 

The white population of Middle Tennessee in 1870 was 404,075, and in 1880, 492,368— an increase of 21 per cent. The membership of the Tennessee Conference mS1870 was 33,789, 
and in 1880 it was 46,428— an increase of 37 per cent. , . A „ 

In 186s the membership of the Tennessee Conference paid 6l£ cents per capita for Missions ; in 1878 they paid 131^ cents, while in 1888 they paid 53% cents per capita. 

The figures in reference to salaries are not satisfactory, as the number of preachers include only those in full connection, and do not include local preachers sending as “sup- 
plies; ” on the other hand, some of those on the “ effective ” list are connected with educational institutions, and still others are engaged in Connectional work. Of course these 
items cause our figures to be but approximately accurate, yet they are as nearly correct as we can make them. The loss of records by tire and otherwise has prevented making more 
detailed, reports.

— Enrollment, 304; The College having for the fourth time in its brief history out- 
grown its limits, even with all the additional accommodations provided, a new building has 
been erected on our own ground, four stories in height, 110x50 feet, giving a beautiful Chap- 
el 47x73 feet, 22 feet in the ceiling; an Art Studio 60x20 feet, splendidly lighted; twenty- 
five music-rooms ; and eight rooms for recitations. The buildings are connected by covered 
fire-proof galleries, making them practically one. 

Provisions made for every department of education. A Commercial Course will be opened 
January 1, 1889, including Stenography and Type-writing. A gymnasium will be added. 
Music and Art, specialties. 

New year opened with largest enrollment in our history. Indications point to a demand 
for still larger accommodations in near future. Plans are drawn for improving our proper- 
ty fronting on Broad Street with a grand five-story building. 

The second scholastic term begins January 19, 1889. Catalogues on application. Now is 
the time to secure favorable rates.

and the above is supposed to be approximately correct. It must 
be kept in mind, however, that the whole population is reckoned. No 
means are accessible for ascertaining the number of actual commu- 
nicants. The usual ratio among Protestant Churches is one com- 
municant to four adherents to the denomination. This would give 
to the Roman Catholics 1,750,000 communicants. Estimating as the 
Romanists do, the Methodist population of this country would be 

18,762,000, the Baptist 14,079,000, the Presbyterian 4,328,000, Lu- 
theran 3,720,000, Episcopalian 1,720,000, etc. 
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
